Lee To Seek Representative 


Post From District 2 


Larry Lee, a 41-year-old native of 
Montgomery, has announced hijs 
candidacy for the United States 
House of Representatives in the 
Second Congressional District. 

“The decision to seek this office 
comes after having driven 35,000 
miles throughout this District in the 
past 18 months to listen to the 
thoughts and concerns of its citi- 
zens,’’ says Lee. ‘I've visited with 
hundreds of people. I've been in 
classrooms, on farms, in small 
businesses, in 
struction sites.”’ 

Lee says that one of the greatest 
concerns he has uncovered regards 
the future of the 13 counties of the 
Second District. ‘‘The people of 
Southeast Alabama are saying they 
want a Congressman with a deep 
commitment to the future of this 
District,’’ says Lee. ‘‘We are only 16 
years away from the 2lIst century; 
it's time we elect a Congressman 
with a vision for these 16 years. It’s 
time we elect someone who will help 
us renew the promise of the Second 
District. ' 

‘*But to fully develop the 
potential of the District, we must 
have a new approach. We must 
acknowledge that things and times 
change. Yesterday's inventions are 
now obsolete; the methods of 20 
years ago are no longer modern.

are from Covington County, ‘‘In 
fact, peanuts alone pump $600 
million a year into the economy of 
this District, and it's agriculture that 
primes the ‘economic pump of 
southeast Alabama.”’ 

Lee adds that while the incum- 
bent Congressman has publicized

the fact that he formed an agri- 
cultural advisory committee in 1983, 
he wonders why it took him 19 years 
to realize that agriculture is the No. 4 
industry in his District since he was 
first elected in 1964. We must send 
a Congressman to Washington who 
has the courage to stand up for 
agriculture, we must have a Con- 
gressman who will work for stability 
in farm policy; we must have a 
Congressman who will strive to bring 
the deficit under control - not vote 
against control measures’ as our 
Congressman recently did when he 
voted to keep $47 billion in tax 
shelters and loopholes in place, 
rather than eliminate them.’’

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Commission To Purchase $% Million Of Road Machinery 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
June 11, at the courthouse in 
Enterprise, and following a lengthy 
discussion, instructed the county 
engineer to draw up specifications on 
new equipment for the county 
highway department, estimated to 
cost in excess of half a million 
dollars. 

The discussion began when 
Engineer Frank Charlton stated his 
department needed four motor 


graders, two backhoes, two front- 
end loaders, one paint striper, one 
bulldozer and two bush-hogs. 

The commissioners all agreed the 
heavy machinery should be pur- 
chased as soon as possible, and upon 
the recommendation of Charlton 
agreed to buy only American-made 
equipment. 

County Attorney Warren Rowe 
warned the commission that the 
special ‘‘American-made’’ clause 
could lead to a possible discrimina- 


tion suit and reminded the group 
that many American companies are 
owned by investors in other 
countries. He said he would get an 
attorney general's opinion on the 
matter and report back. 

The commission proceeded with 
the discussion and a motion was 
made to instruct the engineer to 
draw up specifications and send out 
bids to be opened on July 5. The 
need for the commissioners to review 
the specs was brought up; however, 


as the discussion continued the 
motion was withdrawn 

The commission never came to an 
agreement on the matter, but did 
finally tell the engineer to draw up 
the specifications for review and 
then, with approval, send —eut 
invitations to bid 

The bi-monthly meeting began at 
9 a.m. and after routine approval of 
minutes the commission tackled the 
agenda.

City Council Agrees 
To Change Voting 
Districts In1988 


The Elba Gity Council met 
Monday evening with all present 
except Cleo Hawkins. In addition to 
the routine business handled by the 
council, they approved plans for a 
$750,000 bond issue expansion of 
Elba Packing Company; agreed with 
a request to place Ee in districts 
prior to the 1988 eléCtions; tabled 
action on accepting responsibility for 
utilities in a new subdivision; heard a 
complaint on the police department 
and declared two councilmen re- 
elected. 

The Elba Packing Company 
expansion will be financed with 
bonds sold by the Elba Industrial 
Board under the Wallace-Cater Act 
and will be for a $750,000 expansion 
of the local plant with the expansion 
to be located next to the existing 
facility. 

Rev. Virgil Coleman and a group 


of ladies from the Ebony Las Donas. 


Club appeared before the council 
requesting that the method of 
electing council members be 
changed prior to the 1988 election to 
assure regular representation on the 
council from the minority Black race. 
Coleman noted that the council was 
once elected from wards, and he 
wouldn't speculate on the changes 
made at the time, but felt better 
representation could be achieved if 
council members were elected from 
districts rather than at-large. 

Coleman noted they weren't 
asking for any change this close to an 
election, but four years should give 
plenty of time to do it properly. He 
noted that tradition wouldn't give 
the Black minority the opportunity to 
run successfully city-wide year-in 
and year-out, 

Mayor Bob English said, *'You 
and I have talked and you know my 
position: this administration 
believes in representation of all our 
people."' He continued with, ‘'l am 
in agreement with you -- don't know 
if this is popular to say, but it is my 
belief -- I just dread the work that 
will be involved.”’ 

Councilman Sonny Inman said, 
**It is a little late -- | wish it could be 
this election . . . we have been 
dragging our feet.”’ 

Each councilman present gave 
verbal support to the proposal and 
with a smile, English said to 
Coleman, ‘You got 100 percent 
support. . . you better quit while 
you're ahead.’’ The group re- 
quested an invitation to return and 
meet with the council in the near 
future and English urged them to 
urge as many members of the 
minority group as possible to attend 
and participate in the discussion. 

Developer Roland Powell asked 
the council to accept utilities and the 
paved street in Forest Lake Estates, 
off Highland Drive. He noted he had 
85 lots on the paved street, and 76 of 
them had been platted and had 
water, sewage, storm drains, paving 
and curbing already in place.

Former Probaie Judge James L. Sawyer Files 


$21,722.25 Bill For Old Election Work 


Former Coffee County Probate 
Judge James L. Sawyer filed an 
expense claim in the amount of 
$21,722.25 to the county commission 
last week in an attempt to recover 
funds he declares he never collected 
during his tenure in office. 

Accordi 2 to the claim, Sawyer 


was required to provide election 
inspectors with a qualified voter's 
list for various elections held from 
January, 1972, through November 4, 
1982, and he never received pay for 
preparing the lists, as authorized by 
the State Code of Alabama. 

The former probate judge is 


currently facing a $20,613.42 lawsuit 
filed by the county district attorney 
for missing funds discovered during 
an audit in his final years in office. 
Iwo clerks were charged in the case, 
but it was ruled Sawyer was legally 
responsible and must repay the 
funds, 


prices was brought up for the third 
straight meeting. and once again the 
engineer said he had received no 
information. .The commission had 
hoped to use state-accepted prices in 
finding a local supplier. but it apears 
to be an impossible solution. 
Installation of street signs in New 
Brockton was finally voted on, with 
the commission agreeing to furnish 
the signs, with the city to erect them 
and provide maintenance.

' had overpaid the state $342. The 


money will be returned and dis- 
tributed to county agencies. A total 
of seven litigations (bankruptcies) 
was reported, as well as four 
non-collectible insolvencies. 

The commission ,reviewed the 
report and approved it with no 
changes. . 

The two chief clerks from the 


probate offices addressed the ~ 


commission and told. of recent 
legislative that would necessitate 
added bookwork. According to the 
clerks, it would take two additional 
employees and four new typewriters 
to do the paperwork, at an annual 
expense of over $21,000. To use a 
computer service would cost $10,000 
- $12,000, it was reported, which 
would be both less expensive and 
more efficient. ; 
The commission voted to seek 
bids on a computer service on a 
15-month contract. The vote was 
5-1, with Commissioner Marvin 
Bowden voting no, saying he would 


rather see two extra people put to 
work.

***approved the transfer of $1,000 in 
budgeted items to allow the county 
mapper and appraiser to get 
educational training at various 
seminars;

county employees from the engineer- 
ing department to attend a micro- 
computer seminar at Auburn; : 
***was told by the county engineer 
that logging companies damaging 
roadways would be billed for repairs; 
***anproved a five percent salary 
increase for the county engineer; 
***voted to get bids on four new 
trucks for the county highway 
department; 

***a creed to seek bids on publishing 
a poll list of qualified voters; 
***anproved expansion plans of an 
Elba industry located on both the 
Elba and Coffee County property 
line; 

***apreed to donate historical court- 
room items to the County Historical 
Society (items replaced in recent: 
renovation); 

***aoreed to resurface the parking 
area around the Elba clubhouse; 
***announced Enteprise Office 
Supply was awarded the contract for 
court furniture to be used in Enter- 
prise; c

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“BIG JIM” FOLSOM 


Former Governor of Alabama and 
Cullman resident James E. ‘“‘Big 
Jim"’ Folsom is at home and resting 
well, according to his wife Jamelle, 
after being released from Bir- 
mingham's University Medical 
Center April 27. Folsom was treated 
for congestive heart failure. 

Mrs. Folsom says the colorful 
and well-known Folsom is ‘‘resting, 
but he’s weak. He does visit with | 
friends between naps. He just wants 
to be at home.’’ Nurses attend 
Folsom around the clock. 

‘Big Jim'’ was born on a farm 
near Elba on October 9, 1908, the 
son of Joshua Marion and Eulala 
Cornelia Dunnevant Folsom, and 
was named James Elisha. His father 
died eleven years later, but not 
before the young James had been 
introduced into politics through his 
father’s terms as deputy sheriff, 
county commissioner and tax 
assessor of Coffee County. 

Upon graduation from Elba High 
School in 1927, Folsom enrolled at 
the University of Alabama where he 
worked at odd jobs to pay his way 
through. A_ short while later, 
Howard College (now Samford 
University) awarded him a basket- 
ball scholarship, a sport in which he 
excelled. Big Jim's long-term dream 
of becoming a corporate lawyer 
ended abruptly in 1929 with the 
devastating Pea River flood which 
caused more than $1 million in 
damage to the area, and sent Folsom 
back home to Elba to help his mother 
and family get re-established. 
Except for classes in public speaking 
which he took at George Washington 
University while working in the 
nation's capitol several years later, 
his formal education was ended. 

Folsom joined the Merchant 
Marines, and after two trips around 
the world, he returned to New York 
where he worked as a guide on 
Admiral Byrd's ship which had just 
returned from’ the Antarctic. He 
later worked as a doorman at a 
theater. 

In November 1933, Folsom went 
to Guntersville as Marshall County's 
Director of the Work Relief Admin- 
istration, which had been newly- 
created by Congress as the first 


‘ nationwide effort to bring aid to the 


state and the tragedy, hunger and 
mass unethployment he witnessed 
left a profound impression on his 
mind. His natural love and concern 
for people inspired him to travel 
constantly, and his long conversa- 
tions with those he sought to help 
deeply shaped the inner convictions 
that were later to become the 
framework for his political platform. 

In the summer of 1935, the WPA 
office in Guntersville closed and with 
it went Director Folsom's $150 a 
month job. He went to Washington 
and landed a job under Harry 
Hopkins in the Projects Division of 
WPA. There he used great influence 
to get as many Alabama’ projects as 
he could for many delegations who 
came to him for aid. Reminded by 
his superiors that he was supposed 
to be working ‘‘for all the nation and 
not just for Alabama,’’ Folsom 
continued to pitch for his native state 
and after landing in hot water once 
too often, he found himself heading 
back to Alabama for good. 

Folsom had already been bitten 
by the political ‘‘bug;’’ while in 
Washington he had attended some of 
Dr. Townsend's ‘Old Folks’’ 
meetings and was much impressed 
by the ‘‘Ham and Eggs Welfare 


Plan’. This experience was also to 
have a significant effect on his 
political campaigns and programs. 
In 1936 Democrat James E,. 
Folsom launched a political cam- 
paign trail over which he was to 
travel for the next three decades, His 
defeat by incumbent U.S. Rep- 


resentative Henry Stealgill in 1936, 
and again two years later, did not kill 
Folsom's political ambitions. In, 
1942 he announced his candidacy for 
governor, and the 70,000 votes he 
received was all the encouragement 
the 6 ft. 8 in., 34-year-old former 
federal employee needed to really 
set to work with a will and 
determination to win. 


Although he was defeated in his 
first three tries at public offices, 
Folsom’s brash campaign style made 
him an unforgettable candidate 
across Alabama. Declaring that *‘no 
man was a politician until he had 
been beaten at least twice,”’ Big Jim 
(a name he attained long before),

with his announcement touched off 
one of the stormiest campaigns ever 
to confront the state up to that time. 

Ralph Hammond, a _ close 
observer of the Folsom campaigns, 
once wrote: ‘‘Few men in the public 
life of America have equalled ‘Big 
Jim’ as a campaigner. Fewer still 
have excelled him.” 

The shoulder signs and cowbells 
of his Congressional races gave way 
to a shuck mop and suds bucket. 
Accompanied by a country music 
band called ‘‘the Strawberry 
Pickers,’’ Folsom barnstormed every 
corner of the state, always telling the 
ever-increasing crowds: ‘‘You folks 
provide the suds and I'll do the 
scrubbing to get those scheming 
mills out of the capitol!”’ 

Folsom’s campaigns were 
financed by a large part of the 
quarters and half-dollars collected 
when the suds buckets were passed 
among the crowds. 

**Yall Come’’ were the two words 
Folsom added to his theme song 
‘‘Down Yonder"’, which came to be 
synonymous with Jim Folsom, as did 
several euphemisms coined during 
his speeches. He delighted his 
audiences with references to the 
wealthy as ‘Got Rocks’’ and ‘Big 
Mules”. The United States State 
Department was labeled ‘‘Fancy 
Panters’’ and ‘‘Tea Sippers’’, and 
rural Alabamians became known as 
“Branch Heads’’. 

Grammar was of no use at all to 
the tall country boy. He spoke the 
language of the common people and 
his platform calling for old age 
pensions, mail box roads, better 
education, a constitutional conven- 
tion, reappointment of the legis- 
lature and a repeal of the poll tax 
were among the things his followers 
wanted to hear. Folsom con- 
scientiously avoided setting race 
against race, stating that ‘‘Nothing 
built on hate and prejudice can 
survive - at least not in a 
Democracy.”’ 


There were those who thought of 
Folsom as a dangerous demagogue 
and others who dismissed the man as 
a ‘country clown’’, but- come 
Election Day 1946, James Elisha 
Folsom was swept into the Alabama 
governor's chair. 


At the end of his first term, 
Folsom returned to his insurance 
business in Cullman where he 
remained until 1954 when he again 
announced his intent to seek the 
governor's office. 

Following the most vigorous cam- 
paign of his life which took him to all 
67 counties, ‘‘Big Jim’’ was elected 
by a landslide in the primary. He 
polled a staggering 305,000 votes 
which was approximately 15,000 
votes more than his next six oppo- 
nents combined. With his 1954 
re-election, Folsom became the first 
governor in Alabama history to be 
elected twice. 

A strong proponent of local 
government, Folsom signed into law 
more than 20 major bills concerning 
local government, which were 
passed by the legislature during his 
first administration along with many 
more during his second term in 
office. But the things of which Gov. 
Folsom was the proudest and for 
which he is best remembered are his 
initiation of old-age pensions and the 
many hundreds of miles of black- 
topped roads which stand as lasting 
monuments to. the campaign 
promises ‘‘Big Jim’’ Folsom kept. 

At the end of his second adminis- 
tration, Folsom once again returned 
to his home in Cullman, but politics 
was still in his veins. Although in 
declining health, he announced his 
candidacy for governor in 1962 and 
again in 1966 and a final time in 1982 
only to finish far down the list. 


(Folsom moved to the Cullman 
area in 1936 when he became 
manager of the North Alabama office 
of the Emergency Aid Insurance 
Company which his family helped to 
establish.) 


Even though his latter campaigns 
lacked the excitement of his earlier 
ones, Big Jim demonstrated the 
Folsom flair for originality and 
drama by announcing that he was 
conducting a front porch campaign 
and all of Alabama was invited to 
come by his stately Cullman home 
and talk to him, 

Gov. Folsom married Sarah A, 
Carnley, daughter of Probate Judge 
J. A. Carnley of Elba, on Christmas 
Day of 1936. Two daughters, Rachel 
and Melissa, were borr to this union. 

Mrs. Folsom died in 1944 and 
four years later Big Jim married 
Miss Jamelie Moore, daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. E.M. Moore of Berry, 
Alabama. Their oldest sons, James 
Elisha Jr. and Andrew Jackson 
Folsom were the first children to be 
born in the Alabama governor's 
mansion in many years. 


Jim and*Jamelle Folsom later 
became the parents of five more 
children with the youngest, a girl, 
having been born during Big Jim’s 
latter campaign. 


Some ot Folsom’s family - 
brother Bob, sisters Thelma Clark 
and Raby Austin - as well as others - 
live in Elba.

INSECT DAMAGE 

This hot, dry weather reminds 
me of the damage lesser corn- 
stalk borers can do in peanuts. Most 
Coffee County peanut producers 
won't ever forget the damage this 
insect did to the 1980 crop. Any- 
time we have several days of dry, hot 
weather growers remember 1980. 

We rarely ever have any problem 
with the lesser cornstalk borer 
during years of average rainfall. 
Let's hope 1984 will be that kind of 
year. 

Check your field carefully for the 
lesser cornstalk borer. If you find 
damage in about 25-30% of the areas 
you check, go ahead and use any one 
of the recommended materials. 


Parathion, Dyfonate, and Lorsban - 


are granular materials which can be 
used. Follow directions carefully. 
But let's hope that it rains and we 
don't have any lesser cornstalk borer 
problems! 


NO-TILL CONFERENCE 
Folks attending the big no-till 
systems conference at the Experi- 
ment Station in Headland on July 10 
are in for a treat. You will be able to 
see firsthand some of the impressive 
work being done in no-till plantings. 
In fact, 20 acres have been set aside 
at the Headland Experiment Station 
for the no-till planter demonstra- 
tions.

June Is National Pest Control Month 


TERMITES, ANTS POSE HAZARDS 


“Out of sight, out of mind”’ is a 
dangerous philosophy when dealing 
with termites. These common pests 
are rarely seen or heard as they eat 
their way through life, but the 
destruction they cause is too great to 
be overlooked. 

‘Each year termits cause more 
than $500 million in property 
damage,”’ says ,Cliff Kersey of 
Kersey's Termite Co.,’’ and that’s 
more than tornadoes, hurricanes and 
other windstorms combined. They 
are by far out costliest structural 
pests."’ 

Termites abound in every state 
except Alaska and may be more 
visiable at this time of year when 
young termites emerge from their 
colonies in mating swarms. ‘‘But 
even if you don’t see a swarm,” 
warns Kersey, ‘‘don’t be lulled into a 
sense of false security. Your home 
could be infested with termites or 
even carpenter ants and you would 
never see a swarm."’ 

Noting that June is National Pest 
Control Month, Kersey said that 
many people tend to confuse 
carpenter ants with termites but 
explained that these ants can 
actually do as much or more harm 
than termites. Unlike termites, 
carpenter ants don’t eat wood as 
food but instead excavate galleries 
as homes. Their colony may nest in 
unsound or moist wood in your home 
or somewhere outside, merely 
entering your house to forage for 
food. Once either pest begins 
burrowing in the woodwork of your 
home, however, its destructive 
habits can weaken structures and 
cause hundreds if not thousands of 
dollars worth of damage. 

Of all household pests, termites 
and carpenter ants are least 
susceptible to do it yourself 
treatment. If you think that you 
might have a termite or carpenter 
ant problem, chances are you'll need 
professional help in identifying and 
eliminating the pests. Because they 
burrow deeply into wood and often 
work undetected behind the wall of 
your home, they're both hard to 
locate and difficult to get rid of 
without proper equipment. 

“If you suspect a problem,”’ says 
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Kersey, ‘‘don’t delay calling an 
expert to check out the situation. 
Putting it off will only give pests time 

*to entrench themselves more deeply 
and do more damage.”’ 

The. National Pest Control 
Association warns that termites and 
carpenter ants are often 
undetectable to the untrained eye, 
but suggest looking for these tell-tale 
signs of the pest problem; 

Piles of wood debris ejected by 
carpenter ants when carving out 
galleries; , 

Large black (sometimes black 
and red) ants seen foraging for food 
in kitchens, pantries, etc.; ' 

Swarms of winged insects, other 
than bees, around the outside of your 
home; 

Obvious damage to wooden 
timbers in your home; 

A distinct, dry rustling sound 
which can be heard behind walls 
under very quiet circumstances. 

When seeking professional help, 
look for a firm that is a member of 
the national, state or local pest 


control association. These are 
established businesses, which, 
though their association 


memberships, have access to the 
latest technical information on 
chemicals, pests and treatment 
techniques.

Too much 
fertilizer can damage roots. 

Fertilize once in the spring and 
again in early summer. 

Many homeowners use time- 
release fertilizers. These work over 
several weeks, nourishing the plant a 
little at a time. They keep shrubs 
green. longer and_ stimulate 
additional growth. And, there’s less 
chance of ‘“‘burning’’ the plant. 
Time-release fertilizers are usually 
more expensive than conventional 
fertilizer, but may be well worth it 
for the safety of your plant.

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DIETARY SUPPLEMENTS 

Many people are attracted by ads 
for vitamins and minerals which 
imply that they will improve 
appearance, prevent or cure 
diseases, and even lengthen life. But 
there is, as yet, little scientific 
evidence to back most of these 
claims. : 

Your doctor may - prescribe. 
dietary supplements to correct 
deficiencies. For example, people 
who have osteoporosis - a condition 
causing thin, brittle bones - may be 
advised by their doctor to take 
calcium supplements. 3 

Please check with your doctor 
before taking any over - the -counter 
dietary supplement, particularly if 
you have illnesses such as diabetes, 
high blood pressure, or others. 


CANNING TIPS 

All vegetables except tomatoes 
must be processed in a pressure 
canner. By using a pressure canner’ 
at 10 pound pressure, you can get a 
temperature of 240 degrees F., 
which kills the bacteria that causes 
botulism. Unless the bacteria can be 
destroyed by pressure, it can grow in 
the food and can produce a deadly 
poison,

Horticulture Tips 


PECAN WEBWORMS 

I have noticed several infesta- 
tions of pecan webworms already 
this year. It seems like they are out a 
little earlier than usual. The pecan 
webworm is a pale yellow, black- 
spotted, hairy caterpillar. The cater- 
pillars spin webs over foliage 
branches and feed on the foliage 
within the webs. 

You need to control these webs as 
they will continue to grow and cover 
the entire branch by fall. The only 
spray that is recommended for 
homeowner use is Sevin. If spraying 
is impractical, you may be able to cut 
the branch off that has the web on it 
and destroy it. Some people like to 
burn these webs out. I hesitate to 
recommend this because of the 
danger of fire, but it will work. 


NEMATODES 

Nematodes are very tiny, little 
worms that are too small to be seen 
by the naked eye but can do a 
tremendous amount of damage to 
plants, especially gardens. 
Woodrow Harrison’s butter beans 
looked like they had been sprayed 
with a herbicide. After sending a 
sample to Auburn to find out what 
the problem was, it was nematodes. 
The populations were high enough to 
almost completely kill the plants. 
They will not produce any beans this 
year. 

Nematodes are an insect pest in 
many gardens, and are the under- 
lying cause of poor production. To 


HARVESTING ONIONS 
The onion row is ready to harvest. 
when 25 percent to 30 percent of the 
tops have fallen over. Try to pick a 
time for harvesting when the 
weather is going to be dry for a few 
days. The plants may be pulled or 
lifted and left in the row for two or 
three days to dry or be taken to a 
Shaded area to cure. Prolonged 
exposure of the bulbs to the hot sun 
may result in sunscald. Bulbs of 
plants left in the row may be 
protected by laying out the plants so 
that the tops provide shade for the 
bulbs. After the necks of the plants 
are dry, the tops should be cut about 
1 to 14 inches above the bulb and 
the roots clipped near the base of the 

bulbs. : 

Place bulbs in mesh bags or 
slatted boxes and store in a cool, 


well-ventilated place. Bulb onions in © 


Coffee County do not store well for a 
long period of time and should be 
used as rapidly as feasible. 
However, gentle handling, careful 
curing, and ideal storage may extend 
the storage period consideraly. 


HARVESTING IRISH POTATOES 
Irish potatoes harvested not do 
not keep well during the high 
temperatures of our summers. The 
ideal temperature to store Irish 
potatoes is 55 to 60°. There are

1. Harvesting- Do not harvest the 
potatoes until the vines are mature- 
that is, when the vine starts 
yellowing or has actually died back. 

2. Curing- Irish potatoes need to

3. Storage- Store your potatoes in 
the driest, coolest place that you 
have.

Cator Placed In Local Lake 


Alligators, the natural enemy to 
snakes and smal! water animals, are 
now being used to help control 
beavers in Alabama lakes and Lt. 
John Gargis, of the State Dept. of 
Conservation, reported last week 
thut the new practice is being tried in 
Coffee County. 

Gargis stated the Fish and 
Wildlife Services had been stocking 
alligators in lakes for years to controt 
beavers; however, only recently has 
it been used in the local area. 

“The gator won't affect the 
fishing,*’ said Gargis, *‘but it will eat 


young beavers and snakes. An 
alligator is an asset to a lake.”’

A fire completely 
destroyed the plant in 1962, but it 
was reopened in mid-1963 and has 
since grown to a modern 23,000- 
square-foot facility employing 59 
workers. 

The plant's ‘Kelley's’. meat 
products include over 500 items, 
including 22 different sausages and 
cold cuts. The local facility is a 
complete meat packing and pro- 
cessing plant .that ships out its 
products directly to stores. 

Company officers are Everette 
Kelley - president; Dwight Kelley - 
vice-president, operations; Hollis 
Kelley - vice-president, livestock 
buying; Eddie Kelley - secretary:
